Lady  /  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1951. 

I  would  like  to  comment  on  one  or  two  facts  which  have 
emerged  and  which  I  think  are  worthy  of  note. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  in  Litherland  in  1951  increased  to 
30  infant  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  as  opposed  to  19  infant 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births  in  1950. 

There  was  not  a  single  case  of  diphtheria  notified  during  the 
year  and  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  or  measles,  and  only  one 
death  from  whooping  cough  during  1951. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during 
the  year  was  31,  this  was  fourteen  lower  than  the  previous  year. 
Improved  housing  will  certainly  reduce  the  number  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  district. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  help  and  the  members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  sustained  interest  in  the  health  of  the  district.

This  gives  a  Birth  Rate 
of  17’8,  adjusted  15*5. 


DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  1951  was  240; 
132  males  and  108  females.  This  gives  a  crude  Death  Rate  of 
10*8,  adjusted  13*3.  110  deaths  of  Litherland  residents  occurred 

outside  the  district. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  12  children  died  who,  at  the  time  of  their 
death,  had  not  reached  the  age  of  one  year. 


ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

During  the  year,  there  was  one  death  from  Whooping 
Cough,  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  no  deaths  from  Measles, 
and  no  deaths  from  Meningococcal  infection.

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2. — General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Hospitals. 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district.  Infectious  diseases  are 
admitted  to  Hospitals  in  Liverpool. 

Tuberculosis. 

This  work  is  administered  by  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hos¬ 
pital  Board,  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  being  situated  at 
“Ellesmere,”  Crosby  Road  North,  Waterloo. 

Maternity. 

There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  district,  but  the 
Liverpool  and  Ormskirk  Hospitals  are  available. 

Midwives. 

There  are  three  Midwives  on  the  County  Council  Register  and 
practising  in  the  district.  There  are  no  Health  Visitors,  Nurses 
or  Midwives  employed  by  or  assisted  by  the  Local  Authority. 

General  Medical.  General  Surgical. 

These  cases  are  removed  to  the  General  Hospitals  of 
Liverpool,  Bootle  and  Waterloo. 

Children. 

The  above  Hospitals  are  used,  also  the  Liverpool  Children’s 
Hospital. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

Patients  make  their  own  arrangements  with  the  Liverpool 
Hospitals. 

Maternity  Mortality. 

No  special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  investiga¬ 
tion  of  maternal  deaths,  and  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  or 
Puerperal  Pyrexia ;  this  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  from  Depots  in  Crosby  and  Ormskirk. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  above  Act  during 
the  year. 
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Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

This  work  is  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.

There  is  no  Artificial  Light  Clinic;  or  Institutional  provision 
for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  or  homeless  children 
in  the  district. 

A  Day  Nursery  was  opened  on  April  10th,  1943,  to  accom¬ 
modate  50  children.  It  has  proved  a  success  and  met  a  war¬ 
time  need  of  some  urgency.  Consequently,  an  extension  was 
opened  on  the  21st  June,  1944,  for  40  children.  The  Nursery 
is  open  from  Monday  to  Friday  at  7  a.m.  to  7  p.m.,  and  on 
Saturday  from  7  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  Children  of  the  age  of  12  months 
to  5  years  are  accepted.  This  nursery  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council. 


Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Two  District  Nurses  visit  on  request  of  the  Medical  Prac¬ 
titioners  by  arrangement.  This  service  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council,  and 
Home  Helps  can  be  obtained  in  cases  of  illness  on  application 
to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  or  through  the  Litherland 
Health  Department. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Sputum. — These  specimens  are  sent  direct  to  Lancashire 
County  Council  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  by  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners. 

Blood,  Throat  Swabs,  etc. — Sent  direct  by  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners  to  Liverpool  University,  Bacteriological  Department. 

Milk. — Twelve  samples  were  submitted  to  Liverpool  Univer- 

sitv. 
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3. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  City  of  Liverpool ;  the 

chief  source  is  Lake  Vyrnwy  in  Wales.  The  water  is  excellent 
in  quality,  and  there  is  a  constant  supply  for  all  purposes.  The 
number  of  houses  supplied  direct  from  the  public  mains  is 
approximately  5,883.  There  has  been  no  analysis  during  the  year 
this  work  is  carried  out  by  Liverpool  Corporation.  Complaints  of 
discolouration  and  sediment  were  reported  to  Liverpool  Corporation 
and  received  prompt  attention.  The  whole  of  the  dwelling-houses 
are  supplied  from  the  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses. 

Drainage,  and  Sewage. 

The  sewage  (which  is  dealt  with  on  the  combined  system)  is 
discharged  without  treatment  into  the  River  Mersey. 

The  second  portion  of  the  Rimrose  Brook  Drainage  Scheme 
now  in  progress ,  when  completed,  should  remove  flooding  in  the 
lower  lying  part  of  the  district. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  to  check  pollution  of  rivers 
and  streams  and  no  new  works  have  been  established  to  ca^sc 
pollution.

This  work  was  transferred  during  1942  from  the  Surveyor 4 
Department  to  the  Sanitary  Department,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  is  working  satisfactorily.  Refuse 
is  conveyed  by  motor  vehicles  to  the  Council’s  tips,  situated  in 
Beach  Road,  Litherland.  One  new  Dennis  refuse  collection 
vehicle  was  purchased  during  the  year  ;  the  fleet  comprises  two 
“  Paxit  ”  and  oneKN  low  loader.”

No  statutory  action  has  been  necessary;  sanitary  defects, 
etc.,  have  been  carried  out  as  required. 

Camping  Sites. 

There  were  no  licences  issued  for  camping  sites  during  the 
year. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  within  the  District. 
Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Twenty  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year;  4  Council 
houses  and  16  other  houses,  by  means  of  spraying  with  D.D.T. 
in  Zaldecide  and  sulpher  candles.  Ninety-seven  houses  were 
disinfected  for  cockroaches,  fleas,  ants,  earwigs,  silverfish.  hies 
and  woodworm. 

Complaints  of  snails  in  the  back  passages  between  the  houses 
were  treated  with  salt. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  the  water  supply  of  the  schools 
in  the  district  is  generally  satisfactory.  The  schools  have  been 
disinfected  after  the  holidays.  There  was  no  closing  of  schools 
as  a  result  of  infection  during  the  year. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  Controlled  by 
Bye-laws  or  Regulations. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses ;  Houses  let  in 
Lodgings;  Tents,  Vans  or  Sheds,  or  Underground  Sleeping 
Rooms  in  the  district. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  three  Tanneries  and  ten  Fish  and  Chip  Potato 
premises  in  the  district;  these  are  inspected  from  time  to  time. 

Slaughter-houses  . 

There  is  only  one  Private  Slaughter-house  in  the  district, 
and  this  is  a  Registered  Slaughter-house. 
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Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  in  which  Rag  Flock  is 
manufactured  or  sold.

Statistics  for  the  Year  1951. 

There  were  27  houses  built  during  the  year;  twenty  by  the 
Council  and  seven  by  other  bodies. 

Housing  Application  Forms,  1951. 

Housing  Application  Forms  for  Council  houses  are  continu¬ 
ally  being  received,  both  from  inside  and  outside  the  district. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  overcrowded  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  approximately  672,  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
overcrowding  reported  during  the  year  was  126,  and  48  cases 
of  overcrowding  have  been  relieved  during  the  year.  Five 
cases  of  overcrowding  in  houses  owned  by  the  Council  have  been 
relieved  during  the  year.  There  is  still  a  serious  shortage  of 
houses  for  all  classes  of  people  in  the  district. 

5. — Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Dairies  and  Milk  Shops  within  the  district  are  periodi¬ 
cally  inspected. 

Twelve  samples  were  obtained  from  persons  selling  milk 
within  the  district,  and  sent  for  Bacteriological  examination. 

“  Tubercle  Bacilli  ”  was  negative  in  the  samples  submitted. 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Twenty-one  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst;  all  samples  were  reported  genuine. 

The  following  154  samples  were  obtained  in  Litherland  by 
the  County  Sanitary  Officer  during  the  year:  —

6.— Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Disease. 

Five  hundred  and  fifty-four  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified,  and  fifteen  were  removed  to  Hospital  (see  Tables  of 
Notifiable  Diseases). 

Diphtheria  Immunization. 

Immunization  against  Diphtheria  was  taken  over  by  the 
County  Council  on  July  5th,  1948.  Monthly  immunization 
sessions  are  held  at  the  County  Clinic,  Sefton  Avenue,  Lither¬ 
land;  543  cases  were  completed  during  the  year,  each  receiving 
injections  of  A.P.T.  or  T.A.F.  Immunization  is  also  carried 

out  in  the  schools  in  the  district  regularly. 

Immunization  against  Diphtheria  commenced  on  17th  May, 
1935;  during  this  period  5,871  cases  have  been  immunized  in 
the  district;. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during  the  year. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  nineteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year, 
a  decrease  of  eighteen,  and  no  deaths  from  this1  disease.  Scarlet 
Fever  continues  to  be  a  mild  disease. 

Malaria. 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the  year. 

Enteric  Fever  (including  Para-Typlioid). 

There  were  7  cases  of  Para-Typhoid  notified  during  the  year. 
All  these  cases  occurred  in  one  family,  and  there  was  no  spread 
of  the  disease. 

Tuberculosis. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  in  respect  of  Tuberculosis 
employees  in  the  Milk  Trade,  or  to  Section  62,  Public  Health 
Act,  1925,  for  removal  to  hospital  of  infectious  persons  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

General. 

Vaccination  sessions  are  held  monthly  at  the  Sefton  Avenue 
Clinic. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  close  the  schools  during  the 
year  on,  account  of  infectious  diseases. 

There  have  been  no  reports  made  under  Article  17  (7) 
Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Eegulations,  1935,  which 
refers  to  cases  of  Plague,  Cholera,  Smallpox,  or  any  serious  out¬ 
break  of  disease  in  the  district. 

Influenza. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  Influenza  in  January,  with  a 
number  of  deaths. 

There  were  no  other  diseases  or  cases  of  sickness  which 
required  special  attention. 

Measles. 

Measles  showed  a  decrease  during  the  year,  379  cases  being 
notified  as  against  421  in  1950;  there  were  no  deaths  due  to 
Measles,  but  it  continues  to  be  one  of  the  serious  infectious 
diseases  of  childhood. 

Whooping  Cough. 

134  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  against  140  in 
1950.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  this  disease,  but  it  continues 
to  be  one  of  the  serious  infectious  diseases  of  childhood. 

Scabies. 

Cases  in  diminishing  numbers  have  been  dealt  with  at  home 
during  the  year. 

Disinfection. 

There  were  41  rooms  in  31  houses  disinfected  during  the  year 
after  Infectious  Disease,  including  Tuberculosis.  Several  articles 
were  disinfected  at  the  Council’s  Disinfector  (a  Washington 
Lyons  Type)  situated  in  the  Council’s  yard,  Field  Lane. 

There  is  no  arrangement  for  bathing  verminous  persons,  etc. 
Disinfestation  has  bear' carried  out  at  twenty  houses.

To  thei  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Health  Committee. 

Lady  /  Gentlemen  , 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  work  executed  in 
1951,  together  with  the  particulars  of  the  nuisances  abated,  and 
improvements  effected  thereby.  There  is  still  a  shortage  of 
essential  building  materials  which  often  cause  delay  in  compliance 
with  notices.  Difficulty  in  getting  repairs  completed  owing  to 
increased  costs  is  also  being  experienced. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT, 

NOTICES  SERVED,  Etc. 

During  the  year  4,909  inspections  and  re-inspections  were 
made  in  reference  to  complaints  and  housing. 

It  was  necessary  in  numerous  instances,  however,  to  inter¬ 
view  and  write  to  the  persons  concerned,  drawing  their  attention 
to  notices  which  had  not  received  prompt  attention. 

There  were  2,593  Informal  Notices  and  letters,  etc., 
referring  to  nuisances  and  general  dilapidations  served,  and  in 
due  course  complied  with. 

No  Abatement  Notices  were  served  during  the  year,  the  work 
having  been  complied  with  before  the  notice  was  due  to  be  served. 

SCHOOLS. — W.C.  accommodation  and  water  supply  has 
been  inspected  during  the  year. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  FOOD  SUPPLY.— The  food 
exposed  for  sale  in  the  district  has  been  inspected  from  time  to 
time.  Meat  shops  and  food  preparing  places  are  inspected 
periodically. 

One  shop  manager  was  warned  regarding  one  of  his  staff 
handling  cream  cakes,  when  utensils  had  been  provided. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. — There  is  one  “private” 
slaughter-house  within  the  district;  there  was  no  slaughtering 
during  the  year. 
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LITHERLAND  HYGIENIC  FOOD  GUILD.— The  above 
Guild  was  formed  in  January,  1950. 

Membership  consists  of  Food  Traders,  Members  of  the  Rate¬ 
payers’  and  Tenants’  Association,  Townswomen’s  Guild  and 
Other  Organisations  in  the  district.  Talks  and  Film  Shows  on 
Hygiene  have  been  given  during  the  year.  A  display  set  of 
twelve  posters  on  “  Food  Poisoning  ”  obtained  from  the  Central 
Ofhce  of  Information,  London,  have  been  pasted  on  to  cardboard 
and  have  been  distributed  on  loan  for  short  periods  to  Food 
Manufacturers,  Canteens,  Schools,  etc.  Visits  have  been  made 
to  Food  Factories. 

Plaques  are  provided  for  members  whose  shops  comply 
with  the  “  Codes  of  Practice  ”  laid  down  by  the  Guild.  Badges 
and  brooches  have  been  provided  for  the  staffs  of  the  shops  which 
comply  with  the  “  Codes  of  Practice.  ”  Whist  drives  and  dances 
have  been  and  are  being  held,  to  provide  funds  for  the  purchase  of 
the  plaques,  badges,  etc. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  :  — 

Food  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  :  —

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS.— Number 
of  cowkeepers  on  register,  1;  number  of  dairies,  4;  number  of 
shops  other  than  dairies  selling  milk,  14;  35  visits  were  made 
during  the  year.  On  the  whole,  a  fairly  high  standard  of  cleanli¬ 
ness  is  maintained,  and  the  health  of  the  cattle  is  satisfactory. 

Seven  supplementary  licences  were  issued  to  retail :  — 

“  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  Alilk. 

Six  licences  were  issued  for  “  Pasturized  ”  Milk  and  eleven 
for  “  Sterilized  ”  Milk. 

There  are  now  only  5  cows  kept  in  the  district. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  SAMPLES. 

MILK  SAMPLES. — Three  samples  were  taken  for  the 
discovery  of  Tuberculosis  amongst  cattle,  the  Bacteriologist 
reported  that  the  result  of  the  Animal  Innoculation  to  B  Tuber¬ 
culosis  was  “  Negative  ”  in  the  three  samples. 

Twelve  samples  were  submitted  for  examination,  the  Bacteri¬ 
ologist’s  report  showed  that  six  samples  were  satisfactory,  and 
six  samples  were  not  satisfactory  to  the  Methlene  Blue  Test,  and 
eight  samples  were  satisfactory  to  the  Phospatase  Test. 

ICE  CREAM  SAMPLES. — Seven  samples  of  ice  cream  were 
sent  for  “  Bacteriological  Examination  ” ;  the  report  showed  the 
following  Provisional  Grades: — One,  Grade  1;  two  in  Grade  2; 
three  in  Grade  3;  and  one  in  Grade  4. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  SAMPLES. — Twenty-one  samples  of 
milk  were  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938-1950;  all 
samples  were  reported  Genuine.” 
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WATEB  SUPPLY. — The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the 
Liverpool  Corporation,  and  the  only  direct  supply  from  the  main 
is  to  the  kitchen  tap;  all  other  supplies  are  from  the  storage 
cistern,  which  may  be  contaminated;  most  new  houses  have  a 
washbowl  in  the  bathroom.  This  supply  should  come  direct  from 
the  main  to  avoid  the  risk  of  children  or  other  persons  drinking 
what  might  be  contaminated  water. 

FISH  FRYING  SHOPS  and  WET  FISH  SHOPS.— 
Twenty-seven  visits  were  paid  to  fish  frying  shops  and  wet  fish 
shops,  which  were  maintained  in  a  generady  satisfactory  condition. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. — Visits  have  been  made  where  black 
smoke  and  grit  have  been  excessive;  interviews  between 
engineers  and  stokers  have  taken  place  and  advice  given.  Com¬ 
plaints  of  obnoxious  fumes  from  a  factory  received  attention; 
this  factory  is  now  installing  a  special  plant  to  eliminate  the 
fumes,  etc. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION.— This  work  is  carried  out  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Department;  three  gangs,  with 
three  vehicles  are  used. 

One  new  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  purchased  during  the 
year ;  the  fleet  comprises  two  Paxits  and  one  Low  Loader.  Gullies 
are  emptied  by  a  mechanically  operated  gully-emptier. 

Two  hundred  and  seventeen  new  refuse  bins  were  provided 
during  the  year. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS.— Twenty  houses  were 
disinfested  during  the  year  by  means  of  spraying  with  Zaldecide 
and  D.D.T.,  and  sulphur  candles.  Clothing  and  bedding  were 
taken  to  the  Council’s  steam  Disinfector.  The  whole  of  this  work 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen. 

Ninety- seven  houses  were  disinfested  for  cockroaches,  fleas, 
ants,  earwigs,  silverfish  and  woodworm.  They  were  treated  with 
Zaldecide  and  D.D.T.  successfully.  Snails  in  the  back  passages 
were  treated  with  salt.  Gammexane  powder  has  also  been  used 
with  good  results. 

Four  dead  dogs  and  one  dead  cat  were  removed  during  the 
year.

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. — There  is  no  recognised 
camping  site  in  the  district,  a  large  portion  of  the  open  space 
between  Hawthorne  Eoad  and  Orreli  Eoad  which  was  used  chieflv 
by  the  caravan  dwellers  is  now  being  built  on,  thus  preventing 
the  nuisance  caused  by  these  people. 

SUPEEVISION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.— Thirty- 
four  visits  were  paid  to  houses  where  Infectious  Diseases  had 
occurred  and  the  necessary  enquiries  made  into  each  case,  also  a 
sanitary  survey  was  made  of  the  premises,  notices  served  where 
necessary  for  various  defects,  and  work  was  carried  out,  and  16  re¬ 
visits  were  paid  to  ensure  that  the  work  was  carried  out.  The 
schools  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  during  the  year.  The 
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head  teachers  have  been  notified  regarding  children  attending  the 
schools  where  infectious  disease  had  occurred,  also  after  disin¬ 
fection.  The  whole  house,  furniture  and  utensils  were  disinfected ; 
beds  and  bedding  were  steam  disinfected,  at  the  premises  where 
Paratyphoid  had  occurred,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937  and  1948. — Two  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  to  factories  during  the  year. 
Repairs  to  W.C.’s,  drains,  water  supply,  floors,  ventilation  and 
rain-water  pipes,  etc.,  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  The 
larger  factories  find  employment  for  approximately  2,919  persons. 

OUTWORKERS. — Visits  were  made  to  premises  where  out¬ 
workers  were  engaged;  the  premises  were  found  to'  be  satisfactory. 

SALVAGE. 

WASTE  FOOD. — During  the  year  18  tons  16  cwts.  2  qrs.  of 
food  was  collected  and  disposed  of  to  pig  dealers. 

WASTE  PAPER. — The  collection  of  waste  paper  recom¬ 
menced  in  October.  87  tons  12  cwts.  2  qrs.  was  baled  and  sold 
for  pulping. 

MISCELLANEOUS.— During  the  year  24  tons  12  cwts. 
3  qrs.  of  Metal,  Rags,  Sacking,  Bones  and  Rubber  were  collected 
and  disposed  of.
